But though that 
revelation was in 1832, and was made 
known and published to the world in 
1850, upwards of ten years before its 
fulfillment, yet there were few who 
ee any confidence in it before its 
ulfillment, or afterwards believed that 
Joseph was an inspired prophet. 
Before it was fulfilled men denied 
the possibility of sttch a war occurring. 
After the war did break out, then 
they said it needed no prophet to 
foretell the breaking out of a civil 
war. In this way they permit Satan 
to deceive them. . 


And so it is with other events. 
Before they take place men assert 
that they are most unlikely to happen. 
After they have occurred they turn 
round and say, “Oh, it was easy to 
perceive that these things would

To say that such 
immigrants are worse than the Chin- 
ese is to discredit the whole argument 
in which the opinion appears.”

e have no particle of sympathy 
with Mormon ideas, and only loathing 
for polygamy, as a practice or as an 
institution, and we have steadfastly 
urged not = the enactment but th 
relentless enforcement of stringent 
laws for the punishment and suppres- 
sion of the system. But we may be 
permitted to suggest to the commis- 
sioners that it is none of their busi- 
ness what doctrines of “saving grace” 
the Mormon or any other church 
teaches, With that the law in this 
free country has nothing whatever. 
to do, its function being to deal with 
the punishment of criminal conduct 
and not with the suppression of un- 
sound, speculative doctrines. 

Polygamy as a practice is now in 
effect suppressed. The laws against 
it are rigorously enforced, and in aid 
of the laws changed circumstances 
have rendered the — ractically 
impossible. Mr. Hepworth Dixon, 
when he saw Harpers Bazar for sale 
on Salt Lake newstands, declared that 
polygamy was doomed. Whatever 
might have been possible in an isolated 
community where women dressed in 
calico and sun-bonnets, plural marri- 
age could not exist in company with 
fashion journals which set wives 
dressing against each other. 

If there is any point in which the 
laws for the punishment of bigamy 
in Utah can be strengthened, by all 

en- 


means let them be amended and 


forced until the stain shall be utterly 
wiped out; but there could be no more 
serious mistake than for the government 
to assure an attitude of surveillance and 
dictation in the matter of doctrinal 
teaching. That way danger lies.” 

No matter how much the intent 
may be disguised by words, it stands. 
out clear and distinct as advice for 
legislation against belief. People 
usually join churches because they 
believe in the doctrines taught therein.

DEATH OF A GOOD MAN. 


— 


Davip Williams whose death occurred 
onthemorning of Dec. 6, 1889, at Pri 
Emery County, Utah, was the son o 
David and Sarah Williams, and was 
born in Blaenavon, Monmouthshire, 
Wales, Dec. 16, 1827, and was hence 
aged 62 years. He em braced the Gospel 
in its fulness in the year 1847, and 
was soon after ordained a Teacher, 
and then a Priest. In 1849 he was 
ordained an Elder and called to the 
ministry. He traveled as a mission- 
ary four years, principally in North 
Wales, and labored with marked zeal 
and success, He married Miss Sarah 
Williams on May 29, 1847 ; imigrated 
to St. Louis in January, 1855, and 
was president of the Welsh Suints 
who formed a considerable part of the 
large company on the ship. He re- 
mained in St. Louis about one year, 
when he went to Kingston, Ill. He re- 
mained there but a short time when 
he moved to Canton, III., where he 
located in the fall of 1856. : 

He was at this time in very poor 
circumstances financially, but he set 
to work with a will and soon improved 
his pecuniary condition. He was 4 
coal miner, at which he worked. 
After a time he purchased a tract of 
coal land in the towa of Canton, which 
subsequently became valuable pro- 
perty. He also acquired two other 

tracts of coal land near Canton. In 

December, 1875, Elder B F. Cum- 
mings, Jr., who was traveling in 
Illinois as a missionary, met him. 
He had long been separated from 
intimate association with the Saints, 
but his faith in the Gospel as taught 
by the Prophet Joseph Smith was 
firm and bright, and at his request he 
was rebaptised by Elder Cummings, 
Jannary 8th, 1876. 

He immediately took an active part 
in extending the work of the Gospel

in Canton and vicinity, 


now commenced to open up in a very ~ 


tifying manner. Owing to the 
acilities Brother Williams had for 


furnishing employment, scattered 
Saints found, and converts 52 
the Elders in that region were invi

At the opening of the year 1876, he 
was a wealthy man, using his means

— The settlement made, he 

ad but a few hundred dollars left. 
He now made preparations to gather

their fares to Utah. He arrived in 
Ogden, August 9, 1877, and a few 


days later came to this city, almost 


without a dollar. But he and his 
family were happy and cheerful. He 
began the business of a retail coal 


| dealer in a small way, in which he 


continued for some months 


when 
early in the year 1878, he was led 


on & mission to the Southern States. 
He responded and labored ti that 
field eleven months when he was 
honorably released. 72 
He was an excellent ge and 
an experienced coal mine m , 


and soon after his return from the 


mission he became manager of the 
D. & R. G. coal mined, 
Valley, in October, 1880. 
The mines were rapidly developed 
under his control and soon quite a 
community of miners and their fam -

ilies were gathered there. Many of 
these being Latter-day Saints, a 
branch of the Church was organized 
of which he was made president. In 
1883 Pleasant Valley Ward was organ- 
ized and he was ordained a Bishop 
and set apart to preside over it. 


He continued in this position till 
December 1885, when he went on a 
mission to Wales. For a time he 
labored as a Traveling Elder, but later 
became president of the Welsh 
mission, with a numerous and ener- 

tic corps of missionaries under him. 


ing hisadministration that mission 
it had not known 


assumed an activi 
for many years. He spent his own 
money freely to forward it, and 
labored with great zeal and energy. 
It was while he was president of the 
Welsh mission that Jarman created 

t excitement in that country. 
—— Brother Williams was 
surrounded by howling mo who 
thirsted for his blood; but physical 
fear was an emotion unknown to him, 
ioe he never shrank from danger or 
uty. 


He returned to Utah in November, 
1888.. During the three years of his 
mission, asthma, a disease from which 
he had long suffered more or less, 
became deep seated, and he never 
obtained relief from it. Notwith- 
standing his broken health, he could 
not brook inactivity, and in May of 
this year he opened a — — 
tile business at Price, Emery County. 

From that time until his death he 
suffered terribly at frequent intervals. 
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, passed away like a child falling to 


eep. 
Brother Williams was a good and 
remarkable man. He was a natural 
leader, and gifted with rare abilities 
in some directions. To look into his 
clear, blue, earnest eyes and doubt 


his honesty, was impossible. He 


decided the most important matters 
instantly, and was generally guided 
by a correct intuition. In his busi- 
ness plans and enterprises it was 
nearly Always a leadi 3 
provide employment or aid for others, 
and he has planned for and helped to 
feed thousands. Ingratitude which 
is often the reward of the philan- 
thropic worker, never swerved him 
from his purpose to labor for the wel- 
fare of others. He was a father to 
his employes. 

As a parent he was solicitous for 
and devotedly attached to his child- 
ren ; as a husband he was tender and 
affectionate; as a business man he 
was intelligent and thoroughly reli- 
able; as a Latter-day Saint he lived 
and died faithful to the obligations of 
the Gospel, having a firm assurance 
= his election to a glorious resurrec- 
ion. | 
He leaves two wives and was the 
father of fourteen children, seven of 
whom survive him. He also had a 
large number of grandchildren. These, 
with hundreds of his countrymen 
living in this region, and a host of 
other friends and acquaintances, will 
cherish his memory as that of a man 


worthy of their esteem and affection.

The influenza epidemic is reported to be spreading in London, especially in the West- 
end.

A Paris telegram of yesterday says the number of deaths registered 
in Paris on the previous day. was 416. Reports of further outbreaks come from Ireland 
and different parts of the continent. 

A Daily News telegram says :—The Turkish authorities in Crete have invented a new, 
method to force Christians to sign petitions to the Sultan expressing satisfaction with the 


Firman. The turkish officers charged with these petitions enter villages and threaten — 


the inhabitants that if they do not sign their village will be considered as in a state of 
revolt, and they must therefore take the consequences. 

It looks like the irony of fate that five million dollars worth of property was recently 
destroyed by fire at Boston. The Globe in an editorial had demonstrated to its own 
satisfaction that such a fire as that which devastated Lynn and destroyed over one 
million dollars worth of property, could not possibly occur in Boston ; but the fire came 
all the same and destroyed the centre of Boston’s business district, where handsome 
buildings tumbled like packs of cards. The city is said to have prenenind the apenas 
of a great sea of flames. 


Reports from Jessup, Georgia, U.S.A., show that twenty negroes were killed in the 
late riot there. Two whites were killed. The whites drove the negroes into a swamp, 
and, having obtained reinforcements, surrounded it. The negroes then made a sortie, 


bat were driven back. One hundred and fifty soldiers guarded the village during the 
fight, keeping up picket firing along the swamp, where several dead negroes were found. 
Early on Thursday the gaol was broken into, and two negro prisoners were killed. Many 
negroes were taken from their houses on Thursday and publicly whipped; others = 
from the village. 

A WHIRLWIND OF DzEatH.—A terrible is reported in North Carolina. 
so far received show nine persons were killed by it, and more than twenty injured, some. 
of whom will die. Large oaks were uprooted and carried hundreds of yards. Farm 
houses were blown to atoms. A factory, where many persons were employed, collapsed 
like a house of cards, and the building was swept entirely away. A farmer named 
Edwards, his wife and four children, were lifted high by the whirling wind and dropped 
back to the earth dead. The eldest, Miss Ellen, was to have been married the following 
day to a neighbouring farmer. Edwards’ body was found empaled on the limb of a 
fallen tree. 

The new year has opened with a terrible calamity. Through a fire which occurred in 


the early hours of the morning at the Forest-gate Industrial School, Essex, death hag 


overtaken twenty-six boys, who were being trained in that institution. The only con- 
solation to be derived from the sad catastrophe is the fact that the vouthful victims came 
to a painless end, being suffocated whilst asleep. The fire, which is supposed to have 
been caused by the escape of soot from a defective joint in a stove-pipe, originating in 
a store-room, above which are situated dormitories, where 84 boys were sleeping. Of 


-these 58 escaped with their lives, but the remaining 26 were suffocated. — the out-

THE NEW YEAR. 


Tue year 1889 has passed beyond recall, and its record is made up for all 
time. It is too late now to alter or amend it. The acts that we performed, 
the words that we spoke, the thoughts that we cherished have all been 
ushered into a being that can never die. Job wished that his words might 
be “ graven with an iron pen and lead in the rock forever.” When thus sym- 
bolically represented they might be visibly perpetuated throughout all gene- 
rations; but we should not entertain the thought for a moment that unless 
some mortal engraver carves in the enduring marble, or metal, the words that 
we have uttered they are not immortalized somehow. There are silent 
watchers taking notes constantly of all our thoughts, words, and actions. 
They are engraven deeply upon tablets of memory that are eternal. Time 
cannot efface the record, nor modify the character of the things written. 
They are all set down for or against us, and are awaiting the day of the 
restitution of all things, when every one shall receive his own back again. 
Those whose thoughts, words, and actions have been choice and pure, shall 
have such a character, such a life restored to them; while others whe have 
indulged in impure, selfish, base thoughts, who have spoken blasphemous, 
cruel, lying words, who have performed wicked, unrighteous, fiendish acts 
shall have such a character, such a life restored to themselves also. We are 
warned not to deceive ourselves herein, because whatsoever a man soweth 
that shall he surely reap. 

The year 1889 was a time of sowing, and we toiled away from the first dax 
of the year unto the last planting what seed we would. The good seed and 
the bad were offered us without money and without price, and we could 
obtain it upon these terms in unlimited quantities. When the harvest time. 
for the past year’s sowing comes round, what shall we reap? It requires no 
prophet specially sent from God to answer this question. We can all be 
prophets unto ourselves. We know what we sowed, we must reap in kind, 
Reap we must in joy or in sorrow, in hope or in despair, for there never 
comes a sowing time without a harvest. We should not pass lightly over 
matters of such vital importance to us. No man ever gathers grapes from

Many of us, in reviewing our individual history for 1889, will be tempted 
to smooth matters over by saying that we have done as well as our neighbors, - 

But let us inquire by what right we set up their conduct as a standard of 
measurement for our own. Are we seamen, for instance, because our neighbors 
are? or colliers for a like reason? Do we modify our politics according to 
majorities? or adapt the style of our garments to suit the taste of the 
vicious? In matters of this character, which are of secondary or trifling 
importance comparatively, we exercise the rights of free and independent 
men and women; and shall we not blush with shame at the thought that the 
poor practices of our friends, neighbors, and acquaintances dominate our 
course when our eternal interests are involved? What right has any man or 
woman to set up any standard of religious life but the word and law of God? 
By this we shall be judged, not by what A. or B. has done. Their nn 
are of no binding authority upon any one; the Gospel is. 

We shall also find ultimately, if we tales a wrong course, that our own 
misery is not ameliorated because we have a multitude of companions in 
wretchedness. It is said that misery loves compary; but what household 
ever had light, peace, and joy brought to it because half a dozen of its mem- 
bers were prostrated upon beds of sickness instead of but one? How many 
of the pains of death are alleviated, how many of its terrors are banished 
from any individual beart because like itself all other hearts must some 
time cease to beat? Death is not sweet for the reason that all men must die. 
One man starving will not have his hunger appeased if he be told that 
hundreds of other wretched mortals are also dying for lack of food. Thus, 
neither will the pangs of eternal remorse be salved over and healed because 
millions must endure them. If we cast our lot with those who shall dwell 
in everlasting shame, will not the reflection that we were unwise because they 
were, simply add to our misery? Of all alleged reasons that a person can 
propose for a failure to gain eternal life, the most hollow, it seems to us, is, 
that some other person or persons are doing the same thing; and yet there is 
scarcely a single decoy that hell can use which is more successful. 

It is customary at the beginning of the year to make new resolutions, look- 
ing towards a higher and a better life. New leaves” are to be turned over, 
with a purpose that the history which they will bear for the new year shall 
be more praiseworthy than the old. All this is very commendable when 
carried out in the right spirit. If it is founded upon a sincere repentance for 
our misdeeds it will bear fruit, and we shall be able to enter upon the new 
year with increased strength to do the will of God and keep His command- 
ments. But we should remember that the first day of January is no more 
auspicious for making and for keeping good resolutions than the first day of 
December, or any other day of the year. Indeed, the practice of setting any 
fixed time for turning over “new leaves” in our lives is, to a certain extent, 
pernicious, Suppose, for the sake of illustration, that an individual is made 
conscious in October that he is guilty of practices which are not in harmony 
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with the principles of righteousness. ‘The time for general reformation is fast 

ing, and in thousands of cases a quickened conscience is quieted 
with the promise of better things when that time arrives. In all such 
instances there is conscious and wilful sinning to-day, and nothing but a 
promise of righteousness for to-morrow. The individual who pursues this 
course is simply snaring himself in the meshes of sin, and that he will ulti- 
mately break loose from them is doubtful. He may make a spasmodic effort 
with the beginning of the year; but as there has been no genuine repentance, 
he will likely return to his old ways before its close. The time for reforma- 
tion is the day wherein we are made conscious of our faults, and the opera- 
tion of the Spirit upon our hearts in making us sensible of our position points 
indubitably to that particular season as the one most acceptable to God, and 
the one wherein His assisting grace will -be manifested most abundantly in 
our behalf. No man is ever convinced of sin to-day that he may cease from 
it on the first of next January. Now is the appointed time, now is the day 
of salvation ; and we as Saints should cease to dally with sin. It is mockery 
in the sight of God to grant ourselves indulgence in . for a . 
a week, or a day. 

Unless we turn over our “new . a as we erw there i is 
occasion therefor, we will be apt to find by the beginning of the year that 
there are so many to be dealt with that the task of managing them all success- 
fully is beyond our strength.

No one should infer from what we have written that a review i our ens 
for the old year should not be made at the beginning of the new, or that fresh 
resolutions should not then be taken. Such a course is all proper enough; 
but what we need is an extension of the principle to every day of the year, 
Periodical reformations, and the practice of godly principles at stated times 
conduce but little to the development of a truly Christian life. Steady 
plodding onward, a little gained in righteousness each day, duties performed 
as they come to our hands, will bring us out at the end of the year far in 
advance of those who try to load themselves Won virtue once or twice ene 
365 days. 

The year just closed has witnessed a continuance of the efforts of God's 
enemies to overthrow His work in the earth; but it is needless to say that 
they have proved abortive. The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
still lives. As an ‘institution it is as strong as it ever was. God is in it 
to- day just as He was in the beginning. It is true that dark clouds hang 
round about the horizon of the Saints; but who ever looks for the everlasting 
hills to tremble because they are so often enveloped in the gloom of night? 
The darkness has no terror for them. They move on with equal pace 
whether the sun is in the zenith or the antipodes. So it is with God's 
Church. In darkness or in light there is the same rapid, onward progress 
towards the accomplishment of her mission. Her prospects never dim, she 
halts for neither friends nor foes. Her race is measured, her pace is gauged, 
and she will swing into her place—into the haven of rest—with the same 
fidelity that marks the earth’s course it its orbit round the sun.

again. When I would seek to show 
them the necessity of reducing to 
ractice what — professed to be- 
love they would say: We ‘have 
heard the true Gospel, and we believe 
it, and are therefore saved by it.” 
And they did not forget to praise the 
name of the Lord with their lips for 
the same; but to repent of their sins 
and be baptized for the remission of 
them, and thus become fitted for the 
1 of the Holy Spirit, appeared 
to them quite as unnecessary as it 
did to the Pharisees of old. They 
would much rather follow the precepts 
of men than obey the commands of 
the Lord. 

There was one young man, how- 
ever, by the name of Stanbridge, who 
was more consistent. He was a mem- 
ber of the Rev. Mr. —— s church. He 
became interested in the doctrine of 
the Mormon” Church, and asked if 
he might be baptized; but as he had 
always been on such friendly terms 
with his spiritual adviser, he told me 
he thought it only right, before bap- 
tism, to inform him that he intended 
leaving his church. So he wrote Mr. 
—— a letter, giving his reasons for 
withdrawing from the Established 
Church of England, and stating that 
he was about to become a Latter-day 
Saint. This brought a request that 
he would call upon him before he 
took any further steps.

encourage a “ Mormon” Elder and his 
doctrines, he should take a course to 
have Mrs. Stenhouse’s book printed 
as a warning to all others, that no 
more of his flock might be lead astray. 
Shortly after this I had the pleasure 
of baptizing brother Stanbridge, and 
very soon after portions of that book 
were published weekly in a London 
paper called Zhe Christian Herald; 
but brother Stanbridge and family 
wended their way to Utah, rejoicin 
that they had found the strait an 
narrow way. 

At a Conference held in London, 
Sept. 5, 1887, I was appointed to the
